Washington, December 8&.—While 
they waited for definite replies on 
the naval ratio plan and the proposal 
for a four-power agreement in the Pa- 
cific, the arms delegates are pushing 
ahead with other features of their 
negotiations. 

Today's developments brought into 
prominence for the first time the ques- 
tion of a limitation of fortifications 
and naval bases in the Pacific islands, 
and although the subject was not ad- 
vanced to the stage of formal ex- 
changes, an agreement was forecast 
preserving in gencral the existing 
status. 

Again applying the American “‘four 
points” to the Chinese problem, the 
nine nations represented in the Far 
Eastern committee pledged themselves 
to make no treaty or agreement in 
future infringing op China’s territo- 
rial-er administrative {ntegrity or in- | 
terfering with her right to economié 
and hational development. 4 | 

Shantung Progresses. 

In the Shantung negotiations the 
progress was less pronounced, but the 
Japanese and Chinese delegations held 
another consultation on the subject, 
and after both sides renewed their 
prediction of a_ satisfactory  settle- 
ment. : ' 

The four-power plan to preserve 
peace in the Pacific was discussed at 
a two-hour conference between the 
heads of the American, British, Jap- 
anese and French delegations, but it 
was said afterward that no definite 
word had yet been received either 
from Tokio or Paris. The British 
government is understood to have al- 
ready accepted the proposal in princi- 
ple, and the American delegates haye 
indicated a willingness to proceed to a 
discussion of details. 

A message from the Japanese cap- 
ital was received during the day by 
the Japanese delegation, but imperfect 
cable transmission was said to have 
rendered it impossible of definite in- 
terpretation. Acceptance by Tokio is 
expected in all quarters, however, and 
press dispatches tonight saying that 
a conditional acceptance had been de- 
cided on cause¢d no surprise here. 


Not Serious Barrier. 

The press advices indicated that the 
Japanese wanted an agreement on the 
naval ratio and further application of. 
the American “four points” to China 
before they abrogated the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance which the four-power 
arrangement is designed to replace.

POWERS OF WORLD 
S SURELY COMING 


Steady Move Towards 
World Alliance Includ- 
ing Germany, Japan, 
Russia and U. S. 


ONLY HOPE FOR WORLD, 
DECLARES HOLLOMON 


If Nations Do Not Com- 
bine for Peace, Com- 
mentator Sees Vast 
Menace in East.

Washington, December 8.—( By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Impelling 
influence that is leading toward an 
alliance of nations in which Germany 
shall participate, along with Japan, 
Russia and the United States, as well 
as all the other major and minor pow- 
ers of the world, is far greater than 
the busy layman has grasped, and it 
is coming to the surface more and 
more every hour as the present Far 
Eastern: deadlock continués. The fol- 
lowing facts are obvious to any close 
observer. here, or of international af- 
fairs generally. 

As a background to the efforts on 
the part of European and American 
statesmen to arrive at some satisfac- 
tory solution of the Far Eastern im- 
broglio, a stimulus is found in the 
fear of a possible world peace menace, 
which 1n its scope overshadows even the 
foreboding militaristic attitude of Ger- 
many prior to 1914. This stimulus is 
the possibility of an ultimate union 
of German and Japanese influence 
through Russia. 

Reasons for holding such a view 
are manifold and too numerous for 
broad discussion, but when considered 
in the Jight of certain kindred eco- 
nomic and social aspects of the two 
countries and combined with the pres- 
ent disrupted condition of Russia, the 
conclusion presents itself. 


Industrial Nations. 


For geographical as well as social 
reasons, Germany and Japan are in- 
dustrial nations. Their economic prog- 


ress demands it. Both through ter- 
ritorial limitations are dependent up- 
on the raw materials of neighboring 
states for the maintenance of their 
industries and national stability. Rus- 
sia, the dividing territory between 
these two industrial nations, is rick 
in natural resources and potential pos- 
sibilities for a commercial expansion. 

Regardless of the former animosity 
existing between the people of these 
three countries, such lines are lost in 
the shadow of the vulture’s wings— 
and who dares dispute that shadow 
over Russia today?

Message to Irish. 

Following is the text of Eamon de 
Valera’s message to the Irish- people, 
issued at 11:30 o'clock tonight: \. ‘4 ° 


“You have seen in the public press “y.. 
the text of the proposed treaty with 7% <: 


Great Britain. The terms of this 
agreement are in violent conflict with 
the wishes of the majority of this na- 
tion, as expressed freely at successive 
elections in the past three years. 

“I feel it my duty to inform you im- 
mediately that /I canrot recomment™ 
acceptance of this treaty, either to the 
dail eireann or to the country. In 
this attitude I am supported by the 
ministers of home affairs and defense. 

“A public session of the dail 
eireann is being summoned for Wed- 
nesday at 11 o’clock in the morning. 

“I ask the people to maintain dur- 
ing the interval the same discipline 
as heretofore. The members of the 
cabinet, though of divided opinions, 
are prepared to carry on public serv- 
ices as usual. The army, as such, is 
of course, not affected by the political 
situation and continues under the 
same orders and control. 

“The great test of our people has 
come. Let us face it worthily, with- 
out bitterness, and, above al], without 
recrimipations. ‘There is a .d ‘ 
constitutional way of resolving our 
political differences.

The next ten years found Foch fill- 
ing positions of command with sev- 
eral artillery regiments and army 
corps. In 1907 he was made a brig- 
adier-general and given a place on the 
general staff of the whole French 
‘army. About this time Georges Clem- 
enceau became premier. The school 
of war had deteriorated and the 
“Tiger” determined to remedy condi- 
‘tions: Several persons ‘told him that 
Foch, whom: he never had -met, was 
the.man to head, the school... Clemen- 
céau sent for him and offered him 
| the place.

His Twentieth corps was made a 
part of General Castlenau’s Second 
army.

On. August 28, 1914, Joffre sum- 
moned Foch to command the Ninth 
French army on the Marne. This 
was @ time of intense personal anxie- 
ty for Foch. After days. of suspense, 
he 4earned that his son and”his~ son- 
in-law had been killed. “The job of 
Foch’s army was to stop the Germans 
at all cost in their dash. on Paris. 
The battle of September 6, 7 and 8 
was desperate. bn the 9th his bat- 
tered battalions attacked.: The Ger- 
mans wavered. They fell back. 

One of his generals had demurred 
shortly before the attack that his men 
were exhausted. “So are the Ger- 
mans; you will attack,” snapped Foch. 

Reputation Established. 


His reputation as a cool and re- 
sourceful leader now became estab- 
lished. He had proved the precepts 
he taught, two decades before, to the 
young French officers at the school of 
war. He was made grand commander 
of the Legion of Honor. 

On October 4, Foch was given the 
great task of co-ordinating the efforts 
of the French, British and Belgians 
between the Oise and the sea. . There 
was no unity of command, but Foch, 
by his infinite tact, conviced King Al- 
bert of the necessity of halting. the

Qn July 15, 
the last German attack was stopped. 
Foch made his famous counter-attack 
in the Marne salient, and early in 
August the army of Ludendorff was 
in full retreat. August 7, 1918, Foch 
was made marshal of France. He 
began his series of hammer blows at 
the German lines, using alternately 
the American, French and British 
armies. German retreat changed into 
rout in November, and Foch dictated 
the terms of the armistice. Within 
six months he had brought the war 
to a successful termination, thus sav- 
ing the tremendous loss of life which 
would have resulted from its pro- 
longation. 

Today the marshal is the military 
hero of the world. He ends his tri- 
umphal tour of the country as the 
guest of the American Legion in mid- 
dle Decembér and returns to the 
France he saved.

On Cotton Goods 


Declared Menace. 


Washington, December 8.—Serious 
injury to the cotton textile industry 
in New England would result from 
enactment of the cotton goods sched- 
ules in the Fordney tariff bill, for- 
mer Senator Henry F. Lippitt, of 
Providence, R. I., declared today. be- 
fore the senate finance committee. He 
described the schedules as approved 
by the house as the most “revolu- 
tionary” put forward under a protec- 
tive policy since the signing of the 
first tariff bill in 1864. 

Both Mr. Lippitt, who spoke for 
the. New England manufacturers, and 
Arthur H. Lowe, of Fitchburg, Mass., 
who spoke for the association of cot- 
ten goods manufacturers, north .and 


south, declared that the schedules fail- 
d to take care of the fine, fancy, 
figure-woven goods turned out in the 
New England mills at a much higher 
cost than the ordinary cotton goods. 
These lines, built up largely during 
the war, face extinction, it was con- 
tended, by reason of the old and firm- 
ly established industry in Europe. 
: Displays Samples. 

_ Mr. Lippitt brought for inspection 
of. the committeemen numerous sam- 
ples of fancy. goods whi-h ‘he displayed 
as he talked, and at the\finish the 
committee table looked like \a bargain 
counter of a-dry goods store during 
a remnant sale. Members of the com- 
mittee expressed admiration for tle 
handiwork of the American craftsmen, 
and Mr. Lippitt assured them that 
no finer cotton products were turned 
out anywhere. “- 

Urging a 40 per cent protection for 
these goods as against the present ‘av- 
erage of 22 per cent, Mr. Lippitt said: 

“Poker chips get a 40 per cent pro- 
tection. I think the cotton industry 
is equally entitled to that much pro- 
tection.” 


On Dye Embargo. 

Opposing any embargo on dyes; M1. 
Lippitt and Mr. Lowe said they be- 
lieved the dye industry should be pro- 
tected, but at the same time provi- 
sion should be am in the tariff bill 
to cover dyes in tmported goods since, 
they said, the foreign manufacturers 
obtain their dyes at a lower price than 
do the American manufacturers. Ma- 
jority members of the ‘committee 
evinced a favorable attitude on this 
proposal,-but regarded the working out 
of a plan as a difficult proposition. 

The American valuation plan as 
worked out in the Fordney bill, Mr. 
Lippitt said, would afford an addi- 
tional protection of from 5 to 6 per 
cent, but both witnesses took the po- 
sition that even under this plan the 
rates were too low. Mr. Lippitt’ said 
the schedules should be “scrapped” 
and entirely new cnes written to cover 
all the various grades of cotton goods 
manufactured with a greater degree of 
protection for oleh 


Basic Industry. 


Referring to what he described as 
reported opposition by the agricultural 
bloc to high protection for eastern in- 
dustries, Mr. Lippitt told the commit- 
tee that the textile industry wus a 
basic one, and that as it prospered so 
would the rest of the country prosper. 
If Jmported goods were kept out, he 
said, the money that otherwise would 
go abroad would remain at home, to 
the benefit of the American farmers 
and manufacturers generally. 

Charles D. Owen, of Providence 


representing makers of blankets and’ 


blanket cloths, asked the committee 
for a 30 per cent ad valorem rate on 
blankets and blanket goods made of 
cotton, while Ward Thorn, of Boston, 
asked for higher rates on piled fabrics, 
such as velveteens. The duty he sug- 
gested was 10 per cent ad valorem, in 
addition to the 33 1-3 per cent pro- 
vided by the Fordney bill. 

Another appeal for the reopening of 
the hearings on American valuation 
was made to Chairman Penrose to- 
day by the National Retail Dry Goods 
association, which asked that spokes- 
men for it and other organizations op- 
posed to this plan be given an oppor- 
tunity to ve heard.

Washington, December 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Aroused by indi-

CONGRESSMAN FLOOD, 
OF VIRGINIA. 1S DEAD 


Washington, December 8.—Congres- 
sional business was suspended today 
out of respect to Representative Hen- 
ry D. Flood, Virginia, chairman of the 
democratic congressional committee, 
whose death, caused by heart trouble, 
occurred shortly before noon. 

The house, immediately after going 
into session, adjourned until tomorrow 
after adopting resolutions of regret. 
Later the senate adjourned until Mon- 
day out of respect to the dead repre- 
sentative, who, as chairman of the 
house foreign affairs committee .in 
1917, introduced the resolutions de- 
claring that a state of war existed be- 
tween the United States and the im- 
perial governments of Germany and 
Austro-Hungary. 

Mr. Flood had been in ill health 
for several weeks. As chairman of 
the state democratic committee, he 
took an active part in the recent gu- 
bernatorial campaign in Virginia, but 
since the election had been whable to 
attewmd sessions of congress. He died 
at his Washington home. 

Serving his eleventh term in con- 
gress, Mr. Flood represented the tenth 
Virginia district. His home was in 
Appomattox, where burial will be aft- 
er funeral services here Monday. 
Speaker Gillett is expected to an- 
nounce tomorrow the selection of a 
committee of eighteen representatives 
to represent the house at the funeral. 
On the senate committee will be Sen- 
ators Swanson, Glass, Harrison, Cara- 
way, Heflin, Curtis, McKinley and 
Willis: 

As the chairman of the committee 
on territories, Mr. Flood was author 
of the resolutions admitting New 
Mexico and Arizona to statehood. He 
was recognized as one of the demo- 
cratic leaders in the house and had an 
important part in framing legislation 
during the past two decades.

him for the purpose of getting a 
six-inch barrel revolver she had 
loaned him, of their trip in his au- 
tomobile, of how, as she alleged, he 
attempted to subject her to an in- 


/ dignity, of a scuffle that followed dur- 


ing which her’ revolver fell from 
Harth’s pocket, how both attempted 
to seize it from the roadway, how 
she beat him to it and then used it 
with deadly effect despite the pain 
from a blow which she said Harth 
had dealt her. 

She also told of her flight from 
Knoxville on the night of June 19, 
1920, by way of Louisville, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Billings, Mont.; Spo- 
kane and on to Tacoma, where she 
arrived on the tenth day after leav- 
ing here, and of her arrest there on 
August 15, 1921. She denied the 
charge of the state that she had at- 
tempted to rob Harth. 

Today was the most spectacular 
and sensational of the trial. Start- 
ing with the opening of court, when 
Judge Nelson reversed his own de- 
cision in regard to admitting part of 
the dying statement of Harth until 
the adjournment of court this eve- 
ning, incidents’ game thick and fast 
all practically appearing to enhance 
the chances of the defendant for ac- 
quittal. Owing to the fact that the 
defense submitted sensational testi- 


mony as to the dead man in a private | 


hearing the state was not able to 
submit its rebuttal testimony, but this 
will be done at the opening of court 
tomorrow morning. ‘The portion of 
the dying statement eliminated from 
evidence by Judge Nelson were the 
words “to rob me, I think,” which 
concluded Harth’s statement that 
Maude Moore had shot him.

Weapons by Official Ad- 

' visory Committee. 


‘Washington, December 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—Complete aban- 
donment of all forms of chemical war- 
fare is understood to have been recom- 
mended to the American arms confer- 
ence delegation by its official advisory 
committee. — 

The advisory committee report was 
drawn by General Pershing, and there 
ig ome intimation that it does not re- 
flect views of all other high army of- 

peeret, army officers are 

jeve that poison gas or 

any other form of chemical warfare 

should be treated as any other mili- 
tary weapon seould be treated. 

Ameriean ariny policy under Presi- 
dent Wilson. prescribed gas warfare 
after the armistice. It was formally 
stated that the American army would 
not develop gas for offensive use, but 
would confine itself to a thorough 
study of chemical warfare in prepara- 
tion for adequate defense against any 
enemy might resort to its use. 
The general theory of this policy, it 
nas been understood, was that it was 
impossible to confine gas attack to 
purely military zones of operation; 
that the fumes were driven by the 
wind from the battlefront over great 
distances at ‘times and found -:ivilian 
victims in towns far back from the 
fighting line. The army itself can be 
protected’ with masks and other de- 
vices, but civil populations will have 
neither the protective equipment or 
the nécessary training in its use, 
officers have felt. 

' Weeks’ Report. 

In hig annual report, published to- 
day, Seeretary Weeks does not say 
definitely what the present army poi- 
icy as to gas warfare is. He does 
devote space, however, to arguing the 
necessity of keeping up the intensive 
study which has been in progress 
during and since the war of this sub- 
ject. So far as known, the determina- 
tion not to use gas as a weapon of 


offense unless an enemy should first} 


employ it, has not been changed. 

There have been extraordinary ad- 
vances in chemical warfare possibili- 
ties since the armistice. Their exact 
nature has not been disclosed, but it 
is currently reported that gases far 
more deadly than anything used in the 
war have en evolved. The subject 
also has given naval experts concern, 
and extensive studies of means to pro- 
tect ships’ crews against gas shells 
have been made with good results, it 
is understood. 

Use in Emergency. 


Whether the American advisory 
committee recOmmending abolishment 
of gas warfare presents any definite 
*scheme for carrying out such a 
project beyond an international agree- 
ment is not known. It has occurred 
to officers familiar with the produc- 
tion of gas and the processes of ordi- 
nary commercial plants that it would 
be difficult to set up a rule for peace- 
time application. which would tend to 
prevent gas production for war in an 
emergency. Wherever coke ovens ex- 
ist, it is said, by-products from the 
production of high explosives and of 
deadly gases are to be had for the 
taking. To produce the gas in quan- 
tity is a comparatively simple matter 
for any nation with a strong chemical 
industry, once the methods of produc- 
tion are known, it is said. American 
gas production far outstripped Ger- 
many during the war because sof the 
knowledge of ‘the mechanics of quan-

The big story seems to be some sort 
of agreement or understanding, or 
whatever you like, between Great 
Britain, France, Japan and the now 
famous United States. The great 
question was whether Japan had de- 
cided to accept “in principle.” 

Hughes Is Silent. 

Gentlemen journalists well acquaint- 
ed in localities known as official cir- 
cles weré told that Japan, the doubt- 
ful party, had accepted “in princi- 
Word had been received from 
Tokio only this afternoon. This may 
mean nothing at all, if that much, 
to the crowd at the six-day bicycle 
race in Madison Square, New York, 
but down here it seems to transcend 
everything, even prohibition, which 
is in merciful local default.

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MAY LIMIT NAVIES 
OF OTHER POWERS 


Washington, December 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)+—Consideration of 
the status of French and Italian na- 
vies, under a five-power. naval limita- 
tion agreement, may be taken up next 
week, some of those connected with 
conference groups believe. ‘The step, 
however, is understood to be depend- 
ent on clearing up of the “5-0-3” ra- 
tio for Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan, and it is generally 
believed action in that regard will 
serve as a precedent under which to 
deal with the naval situation in Eu- 
ropean waters. 

Witbin the few days attention of 
more than one national group at the 
confernce has been attracted by Paris 
dispatches dealing with what appeaf 
to be plans of the French government 
to augment its present naval forces. 
The . dispatches said it had been voted 
to increase naval personnel from 
51,000 to 57,000, and some concern 
is expressed here as to what effect 
this might have on conference pegotia- 
tions. ) 

‘the rule for naval limitation pro- 
posed by Secretary Hughes. in sug- 
gesting the “5-5-3” ratio, contem- 
plate virtually a naval status quo as 
to relative strengt 
of reduced forces. All three navies 
involved would be scaled down. That 
was regarded as a principle accepted 
by each of the participating powers at 
the opening of the conference. Differ- 
ence of opinion as to what the rela- 
tive strength of Japan and the United 
States might be, in fact, did not alter 
the principle involved, it was said. 

Principle Accepted. 

Premier Briand, of France, was 
generally understood to have accepted 
that principle for his government, yet, 
in the light of the Paris dispatches, 
it seems that the French government 
may be undertaking an immediate jn- 
crease In naval force not wholly con- 
Sistent with Mr. Briand’s statements 
to the conference, as they were viewed 
by conference officials at the time, it 
was said. This aspect of the situa- 
tion 1s expected, however, to be more 
fully understood when the conference 
takes up the French and Itailan na- 
val problem of settlement. 

It seems obvious, in this connection. 
that the American deleg@gion will not 
have any proposal as to the ratio of 
strength as between France and Italy, 
to make, nor is there as yet any 
official indication of what ratios those 
two countries might seek, as com pared 
to the American and . British navies. 
Unofficially, the suggestion has been 
made in French circles that France 
might desire a strength equal to that 
of Japan. It is pointed out, however, 
that this would mean very much more 
than France has in naval power, and 
that the general theory of the Wash- 
ington conference has been for naval 
revision downward, not upward. 

Ratio About Forty. 
_ Measured in capital ship tonnage, 
It is understood that expert calcula- 
tion of the strength of the French and 
Italian navies would place them at 
less than per cent of American 
strength.

Moving Fast. 

So rapidly is the conference moving 
that many of the delegates now are 
hoping to get most of the important 
questions out of the way before the 
end of the year. The British have 
, made tentative steamship reservations 
for December 31 and January 7, and 


| some of the French have definite plans 


for leaving even sooner. 

Much of the work of detail, how- 
ever, is to be left in the hands of va- 
rious commissions of experts, who will 
communicate directly with the foreign 
offices concerned. ‘These commissions 
are expected to continue study of such 
subjects as methods of scrapping the 
ships to be disposed of under the naval 
reduction plan, the. revision of the 
rules of warfare, and certain subjects 
relating to China. 

It is the general opinion, however, 
that all the principal problems like 
naval ratio, the Pacific fortifications 
and the four-power agreement must be 
disposed of before the plenipotentiaries 
depart. A general settlement in re- 
gard to these major subjects, is expect- 
ed to be included in a single under- 
standing among ‘the delegates and 
translated later into several separate 
treaties and agreements. 


Pacific Fortifications. 


Although regarded by both the Japa- 
nese and the Americans as an impor- 
tant element in the general scheme of 
the negotiations, the problem of forti- 
fications and naval bases in the Pa- 
cific does not promise to be difficult 
of solution. By starting from the 
premise that there is to be no scrap- 
ping of island defenses already erect 
the delegates believe they have foun

Details of the fortifications settle- 
ment consequently have had little no- 
tice in the exchanges here, the Japa- 
hese apparently being satisfied for 
the present with an assurance given 
‘by American delegates that a forti- 
fications limitation program would be 
considered a natural corollary of the 
plan for naval reduction... Without 
such an assurance, Japanese accept- 
ance of the naval plan might have 
been doubtful, since the Tokio gov- 
ernment: has insisted from the start 
that the naval base situation in the 
Pacific bore a close relation to na- 
tional security. , 

It is considered probable that Ha- 
waii, as in the four-power treaty, will 
be exempt from any provisions of the 
fortifications agreement, which apply 
to other Pacific islands. The Ameri- 
can delegation is said to regard the 
Hawaiian group as a part of the 
American mainiand,.so far as all the 
present negotiations are concerned, 
and there is confidence in American 
circles that the group will be consid- 
ered by Japan as lying too far from 
her shores to figure in the national 
defense question. 


From Same Principle. 


By working from the principle of 
the “status quo,” the delegates have 
hbadopted for the fortifications negotia- 
tions the same principle that has 
guided them in a broad sense’in tne 
conversations on both the naval ratio 

thé Far East. Preservation of 
thée.existing proportionate strength of 
navies was the cornerstone of _ the 
American naval reduction program, 
and there have been many indications 
that in solving the problems of China 
the conference did not propose to go 
behind existing treaties, whose valid- 
ity can be established. 

The Italian suggestion that Italy 
also be included in the _ proposed 
agreement for a “cooling off” delay 
before hostilities in the Pacific was 
said to be based upon the belief that 
the arrangement will be strengthened 
if all the first-class powers are par- 
ticipants.

“These farms,” he argues, “are, 
in effect, 6,500,000 separate manu- 
facturing plants, needing woven 
wire fence, tractors, trucks, wind- 
mills, homes with all ‘their equip- 
ment, clothing, shoes, jumber for 
barns, tile for drainage, steel for a 
thousand different purposes. These 
plants do as other plants do, 
namely, buy equipment when they 
have money to pay for it;” but 
when they have not the money 
they do not buy, and business suf- 
fers. 

He shows, also, that the aggre- 
gate value of last year’s crops— 
crops that were grown under war- 
price conditions—have been re- 
duced approximately five billion 
doliars. 

The market value of many farm 
products is not equal to the actual 
cost of their production; which, of 
course, makes the purchasing pow- 
er of the average farmer practical- 
ly nil; hence the “lack of orders” 
of which Mr. Meredith writes, and 
the consequent depression of busi- 
ness. 

What is the best and most prac- 
ticable means of remedying this 
Situation is a subject of wide and 
varied speculation and theorizing. 

Many “solutions” have been pro- 
posed. 

That suggested by Mr. Meredith 
is for the government to fix min- 
imum prices and guarantee pur- 
chase of certain staple crops. 

“I am suggesting,” he says— 
“that we should have a balanced 
production, and if the world will 
not absorb, at the cost of produc- 
tion plus a profit, our cotton, our 
wheat, our wool or our corn, then 
we should produce of these crops 
enough to meet our domestic needs, 
absorbing it at a price that brings 
to the producer cost of production 
plus a profit, and devote the bal- 
ance of our time and our energies 
to producing other crops or articles 
that the world will absorb, or that 
this country may absorb to the ad- 
vantage of its citizenship. 

“It might be possible “for us to 
influence a balanced production by 
our government’s fixing one year 
in advance, for the following year's 
crops, the minimum price it will 
guarantee on five articles, wheat 
which is bread, wool and cotton 
which are clothing, corn which is 
meat, and sugar of which we im- 
port a very large quantity. Human 
nature is about the same the coun- 
try over, and the hope of a profit 
will move men to engage in an en- 
terprise offering such profit.”

THE SOURCE’ OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS.

Monkeys are susceptible to acute | 


poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis). | 
Other animals are not. Monkeys may | 
be given the disease by inoculation | 
with virus or material taken from | 
a case of the disease, and the virus | 
has been transmitted from one mon- 
key to another by the bite of the 
stable fly. 

Now, I'd rather have a son or a 
daughter than a monkey. There are 
people.in the world who think other- 
wise, And these good folks wax’ pret- 
ty eloquent and tear off impassioned, 
emotional speeches and articles for 
the papers on the horrible cruelties 
inflicted on monkeys by the brutal ; 
doctors who are experimenting on’! 
monkeys and other animals in order | 
to find out how to help your son and) 
my daughter recover from such tri- 
fles are infantile paralysis—or how to 
escape the disease altogether. We 
certainly ought to punish these heart- 
less doctors who do things like that. 
What’s a noisy, troublesome child 
compared with a cunning pomeranian 
or a dear little guinea pig, pray? 

There would be no way of even 
knowing that poliomyelitis is com- 
municable from person to person, 
were it not for experiments upon 
monkeys. To be sure it is a little 
tough on the monkeys,’ especially 
when they are left with considerable 
residual paralysis, but at the same 
time few of us would care to have 
our most uninteresting children used 
for such experiments. ' 

The virus of infantile paralysis may 
be earried for months in diseased ton- 
sils. This is no argument against 
the removal of infected tonsils from 
infants or very young children. There 
is no argument against the removal 
of tonsils that are infected or dis- 
eased, no matter how young the child. 
Imagine what a menace a child or 
adult would be in the community if 
he harbored in the throat the virus of 
such a disease And a “carrier” may 
harbor the virus of the disease with- 
out himself having had the disease, 
just as in diphtheria; contact. with 
the patient may alone suffice to pro- 
duce the “tarrier” state. 

Although it has been imagined that 
the virus of infantile paralysis invad- 
ed the body by way of the digestive 
tract, that is unlikely and unimpor- 
tant. The usual portal of entry is 
the nose and throat. Poliomyelitis 
is a respiratory infection, just as is 
diphtheria, measles or smallpox. It 
cannot be contracted by ordinary con- 
tact with the patient. For infeetion 
to occur it is necessary for some se- 
cretion or discharge from nose or 
throat of the patient to enter the 
nose or throat of the next victim. 
Spray infection, precisely as in diph- 
theria, tuberculosis, measles, the flu, 
and ordinary coryza. Keep outside 
the five-foot barrage and you wont 
catch any of these diseases unless 
the patient sneezes or coughs upon 
you or toward you with his nose and 
mouth uncovered; in that case he may 
“set” you with a virulent dose of 
infection as far as 10 feet away. 
There’s danger in talking across a 
counter or a desk or a street car aisle 
with anybody who has an alleged 
“oold.” for heaven only knows what 
auch a menace really has in his head 
—it takes time to’ find Out.

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NO SATISFACTORY BID. 
ON MANSION RECEIVED 


Because of uncertainty concerning | 
taxation features of the proposed lease | 
of the governor’s mansion property 
which was authorized in a bill passed 
by the legislature at its last session 
no satisfactory offers for the proper- 


ty have been received according to 
information obtained at the governor's 
office Thursday. ‘The bill creating 
a lease commission failed to state 
definitely whether or not the lease 
notes would be exempt from taxa- 
tion and as a result the best ‘offer 
that has been received for the proper- 
ty mounted to about $25,000 a year. 

“The best offer we have received 
on this property amounts to about 
$25,000 a year,’ Governor Hardwick 
said Thursday: ’’ My recommendation 
to the legislature was that the best 
plan would be to sell the mansion 
property outright. ‘The money re- 
ceived could have been invested in 
another mansion. It now appears as 
though the mansion commission will 
be. unable ‘to conclude a lease for 
the property on advantageous terms.” 

Under the terms of the bill passed 
by the legislature the mansion com- 
mission will report back to the gen- 
eral assembly at its next session afl 
details of the situation relative to 
the leasing of the mansion. The leg- 
islature then can revise the bill pro- 
viding for leasing the property or 
can take other steps toward its dis- 
position.

Washington, December 8.—Two 
hundred and twenty-two American 
merchant craft of 122,397 tons were 
lost through founderings, strandings, 
collisions or other causes in the 
12 months ended last June 30, says 
the annual report today of the 


coast gg Five hundred 
and fifty-five other American mer- 


ties, entailing damage of $300 or 
more. 

Two hundred and six persons lost 
their lives in the 77 casualties, seven 
of the number being passengers and 
the others members of ships’ crews. 
The value of the property lost was 
$34,932,031, of which $28,662,733 
represented the value of the ships. 

Of the 222 vessels lost, 49 founder- 
ed, 63 stranded and 19 were in colli- 
sion. The remaining 91 were listed 
under “other causes.” ‘Those lost on 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts number- 
ed 75. on the Pacifie eoast 55. the 
Great Lakes 16. on rivers in the Unit- 
ed States 35 and at sea or in foreign 
waters 61. 

Besides the 19 collisions involving 
loss of the vessels, 170 others occur- 
red during the year, divided as fol- 
lows: Atlantic and gulf coasts, 7;
